to Prof. Clyde R. 3Iiller^ head of the bu- 
I'eau of educational service of Teachers 
College, Columbia 
University,

when he described in a lecture the quali­ 
fications requisite to becoming a leacher 
nowadays. 
About 
800 
summer session 
students were in the audience. 
To have the best prospect of success in 
the teaching profession now, says Prof. 
3Iillei‘, a ])ei‘son should be young, good- 
looking, not too fat or too thin, well-dress­ 
ed and agreeable, healthy and possessed 
of that indefinable something called per­ 
sonality. 
And he must ada])t his think­ 
ing, or at least his profession of opinion, 
to the peculiar ideas of the locality. 
In 
the south, for ex ample, he must not be a 
Republican— aloud, 
anyway. 
He 
must 
never call himself a Socialist or a Com- 
muni.st and prefei’ably he should not dif­ 
fer from the majority of the community 
in ])oint of race or religion.

HIGH COST OF MARITIME PRESTIGE 
The Normandie cannot make money, 
even with every cabin filled. 
No one 
knows precisely how much she will lose, 
for her chief competitor, the British lux ­ 
ury liner Queen 3Iary, is not yet in com­ 
mission. 
But the French government has 
taken over a debt of 8 00,000,000 francs— 
more than $50,000,000 at the current rate 
of ex chang e— incurred 
in 
her construc­ 
tion. 
3Ierely servicing the debt will cost the 
government nearly $6 ,000,000 a year. The 
g overnment has also agreed to bear the 
cost of insuring all but a small part of the 
value of the vessel. 
France 
gives 
the 
; French line an annual subsidy of 150,- 
I 000,000 francs— about 
$10,000,000— but 
in addition it was forced 
to 
contribute 
more than a third as much again in the 
years of 1933 and 1934 to cover losses 
piled up by the line. 
Apparently, not only France but Great 
Britain, says the Hartsford Courant, think 
that the cost of prestige is not ex cessive. 
The British g overnment has already ad­ 
vanced 9,500,000 pounds, or about $47,- 
000,000, for the construction of the liner. 
Technically a loan, most of the advance 
bears no interest and sets no time for re­ 
payment, while the remainder bears in­ 
terest far below the g oing rate and ma­ 
tures in the remote future. 
Unquestion­ 
ably^ Great Britain will have to bear a 
large part of the inevitable deficit that 
the Queen 3Iary will pile up even should 
the most optimistic hopes of her owners 
be fulfilled. 
Fortunately since the retirement of the 
Leviathan to the mudflats of Hoboken, 
the Lhiited States has remained out of the 
prestige race. 
While its ships are sub­ 
sidized indirectly through the ocean mail 
contracts, the government is faced with 
no such 
demands as 
will 
be made on 
France and Great Britain for the opera­ 
tion of Normandie and Queen 3Iary and, 
in all probability, as are met by Germany 
and Italy in the operation of Europa and 
Bremen and Conte di Savoia and Rex .
